I. Status of the application 

In the Office Action mailed December 15, 2004, Figures 1-5 are objected to, and 
claims 1-82 are rejected under 35 USC 102(a) as being anticipated by Allred et al. In addition 
paragraph 3 of the Office Action advises Applicant of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the 
time a later invention was made.
